Spanning a stream called Mid­ 
dle Run. the bridge is on the 
Church Hill Rd , two and a half 
miles northeast of Lisbon in 
Elk Rim Township.

The little bridge is on its ori­ 


ginal abutments in a small Co­ 
lumbiana County park created

There are five other covered 
bridges in Columbiana County, 
all of them still in use.

role in the civil rights showdown that the 
Democratic party is now and has been in 
complete control of the House and Senate, 
with enough votes to put through anything 
a Democratic administration desires.

crackdown he is proposing for public accom­ 
modations in general. 


The exempted keepers have been tagged 
Hie "Mrs. Murphys,” following a remark by 
a U.S. senator that he didn’t think the fed­ 
eral government should tell "Mrs. Murphy’* 
whom she had to accept for overnight lodg­ 
ing in a tourist home. 


lf young Robert F. Kennedy tries to tor­ 
ture the law into making hairline distinc­ 
tions between citizens on the basis of the 
scope of their business operations, he will 
betray all the trust that has been put in 
his integrity as the country’s foremost offi­ 
cial legal officer. 


THERE CAN BE no legal distinctions be­ 
tween citizens on the basis of income. If a 
law is good enough for Conrad Hilton, it is 
good enough for Mrs. Murphy. If it’s good 
enough for Mrs. Murphy, it’s good enough 
for Mr. Hilton. The attorney general should 
make this clear.

IF THE attorney general would dispel that 
suspicion as well as the suspicion that he 
sees a difference between Mrs. Murphy and 
Mr. Hilton, his public image would improve 
by leaps and bounds.

He was refer­ 
ring to the absence of the various steps 
that have been taken in past years to bring 
employers and union negotiators under the 
official gun for a settlement of contract 
difficulties. 


THIS TIME a new technique was being 
tried—a group of men called the Human Re­ 
lations Committee, whose job was to carry 
on discussions continuously, instead of trying 
to settle delicate issues under 
extreme 
pressure at strike deadlines. 


Call In The Law 


To my mind the strongest move by the 
White House in the showdown on Negro 
rights has been to call in the lawyers. 
.Negro rights ultimately will be gained 
down at the polls, when politicians must do 
what Negro voters want them to do or hunt 
for a living elsewhere. Politicians tend to 
he lawyers as a rule and will not feel the 
pressure until Negroes have the full weight 
of the legal profession on their side 
This is the way it seems to mc 
lf 
nearly all the lawyers in this country, sworn 
to uphold and defend the Constitution, up­ 
held it and defended it in behalf of Negroes, 
the trouble about Negro rights would lie 
over. 
The unhappy truth is that many lawyers 
have taken it on themselves to undermine 
and excoriate the Constitution in behalf of 
themselves and irreconcilable clients who 
never recognized the authority of the Union 
and aren’t about to recognize it now 
These faithless legalists and people who 
hack them up with speeches, reactionary 
articles in publications and money from 
the purses of people who want to use their 
wealth and persuasion to make a mockery 
of the American ideal are reveling rn their 
minority power to block majority nile 
They salve their consciences with legal­ 
istic unguents squeezed out on demand bv 
barristers 
interested in serving a concept 
of national organization that has no justifi­ 
cation. except in the minds of people unable 
to understand why the United States had 
to win the Civil War or give up its dr*am 
of being a nation.

This is why lawyers need to stand and 
deliver.

Foreign Service Called Overcrowded 


President John F. 
Kennedy’s 
foreign pilgrimage, as he was 
warned before he left the United 
States, proves to be an exercise 
in futility. There is little on his 
agenda to negotiate, and nobody 
to negotiate with. Two of the 
heads of state he Is meeting will 
be gone before snow falls. No­ 
body knows who the boss is in 
Italy. And President de Gaulle 
has already said all he intends 
to say. 


I suggest an exercise in keep­ 
ing with the Kennedy line of duty 
as chief executive which might be 
productive. He might sit down 
with the American ambassadors 
in the countries he is visiting 
and discuss their problems of ad­ 
ministration. 


They could tell him how many 
people are nominally under their 
jurisdiction, what those people are 
doing, if anything, and how many 
could be sent home or fired with­ 
out impairing the senile. 
The President also might con­ 
sider how much this accumula­ 
tion of personnel abroad is wist­ 
ing in salaries, in upkeep and in 
the many new buildings the Unit­ 
ed States has Inuit or rented to 
house them. 
Finally, he might learn why 
these confused multitudes abroad 
are so largley responsible for our 
confused foreign policy. 


AN AMERICAN secretary of 
slate is charged with the immense 
task of administering the large 
bureaucracy 
which 
serves 
in 
Washington and in the ramifies 
bons of our fireign .service all 
•r.er the world But since (Carles 
Evans Hughes and his two suc­ 
cessors. Kellogg and Stimson, left 
the department, no one has real­ 
ly served as an administrator. 
Hughes was not only brilliant­ 
ly successful in diplomacy but was 
a neat and efficient administra­ 
tor He reorganized the State De­ 
partment and the foreign service 
in his term of office from 1921 to 
1925. He also secured the adop­ 
tion of legislation which provided 
for a trained career service 
Until Roosevelt was inaugurat­ 
ed in 1933, things went on pretty 
well, with a fairly small number 
of employes who knew what they 
were doing and who was direct­ 
ing their activities. 
However, when Cordell Hull was 
invited to In* secretary of state, 
he imposed an amazing condition 
im his acceptance. He said he 
wanted nothing to do wnth the ac­ 
tual administration of the depart-

ment. He wanted to be free to 
preach his favorite doctrine of 
free trade. 
In those days, when the hither­ 
to unbelievable was the accept­ 
ed order, Roosevelt agreed. He 
believed he could operate the 
State Department, the Treasury, 
and the Navy along with his mul­ 
tifarious duties as president. 
He personally selected the four 
assistant secretaries of state and 
the undersecretary. And from time 
to time he dabbled in State De­ 
partment affairs in a most con­ 
fusing manner. 


THIS WENT on to the day of 
his death 12 years later. Per 
sonnel proliferation and confusion 
prevailed. 
To make matters worse, aft­ 
er the war presidents, by execu­ 
tive order or otherwise, dumped 
into the department several jerrv- 
built agencies which had been set 
up during the war years. 
Later the United States poured 
personnel abroad, military and 
civilian, for all manner of aid, 
uplift and other services. 
All departments of the govern­ 
ment, from foreign aid to the 
Treasury 
and 
Agriculture 
and 
even Interior, have large contin­ 
gents abroad 
And, of course, 
there us the military. 
.All these assorted people, while 
carrying out directives f r o m 
their respective departments in 
Washington, by tradition come un­ 
der the general jurisdiction of the 
accredited ambassador. But he 
cannot cope with such an accu­ 
mulation. 
These people do about what 
they choose to do with their 
sources of information and direc­ 
tion thousands of miles a w a y .

Confusion Mounts On Court’s Ruling

When, as is mostly the case, 
there isn’t anything to do, they 
loaf, enjoy themselves, and waste 
the taxpayers’ money. 
Recently it was made very 
clear indeed that this accumu­ 
lation 
of staff grievously 
im­ 
pairs the capacity of ambassa­ 
dors to carry on the work for 
which ambassadors traditionally 
have been sent abroad. 
It also was made clear that 
any ambassador, while nominal­ 
ly responsible for all the American 
personnel assigned to given coun­ 
try, is unble to supervise this 
mass of people. 


THIS WAS brought out vividly 
in a statement presented to Sen. 
Henry 
M 
Jackson's, 
D-Wash., 
subcommittee on National Securi­ 
ty Staffing and Operations. 
Ellis 0. Briggs, a retired for- 
eign-service officer who has been 
ambassador to seven countries— 
the Dominican Republic, Uruguay, 
Czechoslovakia. 
Korea, 
P e r u . 
Brazil and Greece — very ve­ 
hemently pointed out that ambas­ 
sadors could operate more effi­ 
ciently with half the staff. He 
also said that appeals to Washing­ 
ton to lighten the load of super­ 
numeraries were most often in­ 
effective. 
Above the ambassadors is the 
secretary of state. But since the 
war all secretaries have been so 
occupied in traveling from one 
conference to another and han­ 
dling matters of high importance 
with foreign ministers or heads 
of state that there is no time or 
capacity to look to the adminis­ 
trative operation of the depart­ 
ment 
Thus, our headless and over 
crowded foreign service goes its 
wav from crisis to crisis. 


A prominent United States sen­ 
ator was telling his friends this 
story the other day: 
“A public school teacher who 
entered 
h e r 
classroom aft­ 
er luncheon a 
few days ago 
saw a group of 
a m a l l 
boys 
kneeling on the 
floor and hud­ 
dled 
together. 
She asked: 
" ‘What 
are 
you doing?’ 
" ‘We’re just 
was the reply. 
“ ‘Oh,’ said the teacher with a 
sign of relief. ‘That’s all right. 
I was afraid you were engaged 
in prayer.' ** 
Eleven days have passed since 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States issued its 8-1 decision pro­ 
claiming that prayer in the school 
room, whether voluntary or not, 
Ii forbidden by the Constitution. 
Yet the school authorities through­ 
out the country who have sought 
an explanation of what is or is 
not permissible have not found 
the answer. 
In the District of Columbia, for 
instance, the school board, which 
would like very much to elevate 
the moral standards of its pupils, 
finds itself virtually checkmated 
when the subject of religion is 
introduced. 
In deference to the high court, 
the board has eliminated the ex­ 
ercises in which readings from 
the Bible had been carried on for 
years in the classrooms. But the 
Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag, 
which by act of Congress con­ 
tains the phrase "one nation un­ 
der God," was left in the routine. 
Col. West A. Hamilton, a mem­ 
ber of the board, asked certain 
questions which were referred to 
the corporation counsel for reply. 
One question was as follows: 
"May 
students 
spontaneously 
engage in devotional services on 
their own without direction or 
guidance from the teacher?” 
It was also asked whether the 
court decision prohibits the hold­ 
ing of school assemblies at which 
Christmas 
carols 
and 
Easter 
hymns 
are sung 
and whether 
clergymen 
can 
pronounce 
the 
benediction at commencement ex­ 
ercises. Another query was this: 
"What would be the practical 
effect if a considerable number 
of parents demand that time be 
made available for their children 
to attend a brief religious serv­ 
ice outside the school?” 


ANOTHER 
MEMBER wanted 
to know if "silent meditation’’ ii 
permissible. 
All these queries indicate the 
scope of the uncertainty that pre­ 
vails today. 
While New York State has a 
law which 
specifies 
that "re­ 
leased time" may be used to per­ 
mit students to go to religious 
exercises outside the school, and 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States has upheld such a prac­ 
tice. doubts have been raised 
now because of the comments in 
the latest ruling of the high court 
on June 17. 


The 
court 
emphasized 
then 


that the state government must 
be "neutral” and that it could 
not sanction voluntary prayer in 
the school room and allow stu­ 
dents who didn’t want to partici­ 
pate to leave the room. 
The majority opinion mentioned 
that the father of a student in 
one of the cases before the court 
had decided against asking to 
have his children leave the school 
room temporarily "for several 
reasons, including his belief that 
the children’s relationships with 
their teachers 
and 
classmates 
would be adversely affected.” 
Justice Potter Stewart of the 
Supreme Court, who dissented, 
said he thought this was flimsy 
and didn’t consider it convincing 
evidence of the effect of such a 
step. 


NOR IS ANY light shed in a 
lengthy opinion by Justice Bren­ 
nan, who, though he "concurred” 
with the court’s decision, 
ex­ 
pressed himself in a paragraph 
which should give school boards 
plenty of mental, if not religious, 
exercise. 


Justice Brennan said: 


"We do not. however, in my 
view usurp the jurisdiction of 
school administrators by holding 
as we do today that morning de­ 
votional exercises in any form 
are constitutionally invalid. But 
there is no occasion now to go 
further, and anticipate problems 
we cannot judge with the material 
now before us. Any attempt to 
impose rigid limits upon the men­ 
tion of God or references to the 
Bible in the classroom would bs 
fraught with dangers.” 
Justice Brennan quoted with ap­ 
proval a previous decision of the 
high court which said the Con­ 
stitution does not "ban federal 
or state regulation of conduct 
whose reason or effect merely 
happens to coincide rn- harmonize 
with the tenets of some or all 
religions ” He I hen added: 
"This rationale suggests that 
the use of the motto In God We 
Trust’ 
on 
currency, 
or docu­ 
ments and public buildings and 
the like may not offend the clause 
(in the Constitution respecting an 
establishment (rf religion) 
. . . 
for I suspect there would he in 
tense opposition to the abandon­ 
ment of that motto. 
"The truth is that we have 
simply interwoven the motto so 
deeply into the fabric of our civil 
policy that its present use mav 


well not present that type of in­ 
volvement w hich the First Amend­ 
ment prohibits." 


JUSTICE BR EWAN evidently 
forgot that the petitioners in one 
of the two eases before the court 
were avowed atheists. They don't 
believe in God and if the effect 
on them or their children is to 
be considered 
then may lie the

Stay-At-Home Industry

A big candy company wrote the 
Commerce Department 
recently 
and declined an invitation to take 
part in Stockholm's St 
Erik s 
Fair. 
The 
government 
asked 
the 
candy company to exhibit because 
it figured that the firm could 
help overcome the chronic U S. 
foreign payments deficit by sell­ 
ing its sweets to the Swedes. 
But the company begged off with 
the pleas that its "growing ex­ 
pansion plans for the Continental 
United States" make 
overseas 
markets unallunng 
The candy company reply is 
one of many similar letters that 
the department gets whenever it 
urges American firms to show 
their products at overseas fairs. 


THE UNITED STATES is pros 
perdus. Americans are spending 
heavily, and many companies do 
not consider it worthwhile to .seek 
the extra sales they can get in 
foreign markets 
The Commerce Department in­ 
vited .several thousand companies 
to show their merchandise at the 
St. Erik’s Fair. It has received 
IR acceptances to date and an­ 
ticipates that a satisfactory cross­ 
section cf American products will 
lie on display when the fair opens 
in August 5 
Refusals have come from com­ 
panies that say they cannot com­ 
pete with German and Japanese 
manufacturers, from firms that 
complain that Swedish tariffs are 
loo high, and from at least one 
appliance maker who reports that 
it takes too long to get Swedish 
approval of e l e c t r i c a l speci­ 
fications 
Still other companies have writ­ 
ten to say they have no use for 
Swedish currency, apparently noi 
realizing that Krona readily tan 
be converted into dollars. 
The Commerce Department is 
Irving to overcome the reluctance 
of U S. companies to sell over­ 


seas by pressing ahead with a 
beefedup export expansion pro­ 


gram. 
The U.S. will participate in 25 
foreign trade fairs this year, will 
give a

of

U SA fairs in foreign cities, and 
will open the fifth of a new 
group of permanent foreign trade 
centers.

Q. What la the best way to iron 


pleated skirts? 


A. First press the hem on the 
wrong side, then on the right. 
Place on the ironing board and 
pin the pleats, at intervals of 
three or four inches, to the board 
pad. Be sure not to catch the 
fabric where the pm* will show. 
Iron from the top to the bottom 
of the skirt, removing all pins 
as you go — not ironing over 
them. 


Q. How can I remove carbon 


paper stains from clothing? 


A. Sponge with carbon tetrach­ 
loride. To remove any possible 
remaining traces of the dyestuff, 
flush out with a solution of wa­ 
ter, detergent, and a a rn a 11 
amount of ammonia. 


Q. How can I prevent b r a s s 


from tarnishing during damp wea­ 
ther? 


A. You can guard against any 
invasion of tarnish if, after pol­ 
ishing your brass, you’ll nib it 
with a cloth moistened in olive 
oil. 


Q. How can I set the colors 
in fabrics? 


A. Common table salt is good 
for setting most colors. But ep 
sum salts are better for washing 
and rinsing delicately colored ma­ 
terials. Dissolve one teaspoonful 
of the salts to each gallon of wa­ 
ter. The most delicate shades will 
not nm or fade. 


Q. How should dark rooms be 


wallpapered? 


A. "The darker the room, the 
lighter the paper color” is a good 
rule to follow. If only one wall 


is dark, you can use a lighter 
paper on that wall and a darker 
shade on the other three — this 
making that part of the room ap­ 
pear lighter. 


Q. How eaa I remove the in­ 
delible ink stains af a ballpoint 
pen from materials? 


A. By sponging the spots with 


cotton soaked in rubbing alcohol. 


Q. How ran I keep the fines I 


and chimney of my fireplace! 
clean? 


A. Dried potato peelings, burn­ 
ed in your fireplace, will do a 


good job of deaning the flue and | 
chimney. Incidentally, dried or-, 
ange and grapefruit peel 
and 
rinds are a good source of fuel 
m your fireplace, and also give off 
a lovely aroma.

Q. What ess I Aa about some 
paintbrushes on which point has 
ben allowed to dry ami barde*? 
A. Fill up an old can with vine­ 
gar, stick your briwhes into this, 
and then boil the whole thing on 
th* stove for IO to 15 minutes. 
Sometimes, to the case of inferior 
brushes, this will cause aome fall­ 
ing of the bn steles — but it will 
soften the brushes enough so that 
a good washing in soap and water 
will complete th* reconditioning. 


Q. How can I Improvise tome 
coconut when I hove nm out of 
the real thing? 
A. Try using aome grated raw 
potato aa a aubtoituto coconut. 
This usually works out roil well. 


Q. How eta I dean glass fiber 
draperies? 
A. Wash them to hot soapsuds 
or with a detergent, by hand or 
to a washer — but be aura to 
remove all hooks and other at­ 
tachments that might snag them. 
Rehang them while they’re s t i l l 
wet (but not dripping), and 
straighten the hems gently with 
your fingers. Glaai fiber materials 
should never be scrubbed during 
washing, squeezed to a mangle, or 
twisted. They are never ironed 
either. 


Q. How ean I make a good job 
of washing out dress shields? 
A. Lukewarm water and a tea­ 
spoon of baking soda should be 
used for washing dress shields. 
Rub soap on a small brush, and 
brush both sides. Rinse in water 
of the same temperature. 


Q. How can I remove axle- 
grease stains from clothing? 
A. Unless the spot contains 
dirt, carbon tetrachloride d o e s 
the trick quickly. Should the stain 
appear rather heavy, lubricate it 
first with white mineral oil, then 
flush from the fabric with car­ 
bon tetrachloride.

TI is estimated that seven mil­ 
lion families move from one city 
to another every year. Of these, 
about 70 per cent must move be­ 
cause of job transfers. 
A handful of companies have 
the facilities to give these trans­ 
ferred employes full assistance in 
taking care of the countless prob­ 
lems involved in selling their old 
homes and finding new ones. The 
other workers must find h e l p 
elsewhere. 
One of those who has the un­ 
usual job of giving such help is 
Diane C. Drake of St. Low* — yet 
she never sees any of those who 
benefit from her knowledge! 
Diane is known as a relocation 
counselor and is connected with 
the American Institute of Market­ 
ing Systems, a kind ot nationwide 
clearing house for families on the 
move. When special, personalized 
housing problems must be solved, 
Diane 
gets the c a l I. 
Mostly 
through correspondence, occasion­ 
ally by telephone, she goes about 
the business of matching needs 
with realities. 
A typical recent case: a man 
made good in his 
Midwestern 
home town and was promoted to 
a more lucrative post in New 
York City. The house he occupied 
was in a nice, 
middle-income 
neighborhood where 80-foot elms 
shaded his front porch. It was a 
perfect setting for his aging moth­ 
er. who liked to sit on the porch 
and watch the world go by. He 
insisted that his home in New 
York must have a front portl­ 
and that it must be a new house. 
Diane knew that, in New York s 
residential sections, house* with 
front porches are in older neigh­ 
borhoods After a considerable ex­ 
change of letters, she was a We 
to convince the man that a new 
h ou se in a suburban development 
would solve his problem. 
The proviso that clinched t h e 
agreement was that the house 
have a rear patio, so that the 
mans mother could observe com­ 
munity life where it often takes 
place in New York suburbia — in 
the backyard. 


The three basic recommenda­ 
tions of Diane Drake for a fam­ 
ily contemplating a move from 
one city to another are: 
I. — To the extent that it is 
feasible, a family should consider 
a home that is possibly substan­ 
tially different in style from the 
one that it is leaving. It would 
seem more likely, at first thought, 
that a similar home would make 
the shock of dislocation m o r e 
1 bearable. But a similar h o m e 
invites comparisons, often of a 
nostalgic sort. A different, excit­ 
in g new residence, however, pro­ 
vokes eager anticipation.

2. — A family should under- 
, stand that each community has 
its own characteristics and that 
the sooner a family blends into 
its new background, the happier

bors.

Tips Are Offered 
On Preparing Of 
Walls For Vinyl 


Question We picked up several 
roils of vinyl wall covering at a 
bargain price because of slight 
imperfections and plan ta redo 
our kitchen walls. 
We also bought a special paste 
for this kind of material. Can you 
tell us whether the walla have to 
be treated first? 
Answer: Yes. proper wall prep­ 
aration is necessary The walls 
must he washed with a strong 
ammonia solution and allowed to 
dry thoroughly before hanging the 
vinyl covering 
However, if the 
walls have a gloss paint on them. 
as so manv kitchen walls do. thev 
must he sanded or steel wooled 
before the ammonia washing 
Walls which have decided spots 
or .streaks or sharp light and dark 
contrasted areas must he given a 
prime coat of flat paint or cov­ 
ered with a special lining paper. 
The lining paper also is necessary' 
before applying the vinyl covering 
to heavily textured walls T h i s 
type of material should he hutted 
and not overlapped.

It doesn’t take much apaoe to 
•create a charming open a i r 
room when you use a wood deck 
as a base because the deck can 
be tailored to match tile space 
available—and interestingly. 
For example, you might try 
a pentagon shape in the side yard 
which will at once eliminate that 
long, narrow strip effect. It can 
be elevated slightly to correspond 
with the level of interior floors. 
Steps leading off at either side 
will provide access to and from 
back and front yards. 
The only extra work in building 
a pentagon, or other intriguing ge­ 
ometric shape, comes in laying 
out the underframing. This may 
take a little figuring with pencil 
and paper, but it’s worth the both­ 
er. Fir deck boards, 2x4 or 2x6, 
can be laid in the usual man­ 
ner — parallel to the house walls 
—and the ends imply sawn off 
to fit the shape desired. 
Even though the deck might be 
close to the ground, a perimeter 
railing is in order to emphasize 
its unusual shape. This could be 
a rather open pattern, however— 
just widely - spaced 2x4 posts top­ 
ped with a cap board. 
On one or two sides of the pen­ 


tagon, the rail might abo incorp­ 
orate a bench for permanent seat­ 
ing space. Low cedar planting 
boxes could be built along the 
balustrade edge on other sides to 
create a miniature, colorful gar­ 
den. 
If privacy is a problem in the 
side yard, substitute p r i v a c y 
screens for the balustrade where 
needed. A fairly tall screen de­ 
signed with louvers or spaced 1x2s 
will do the trick, yet not inter­ 
fere with air circulation or pro­ 
duce an enclosed feeling. Plastic 
panels, mounted in wood frames, 
window style, are another good 
possibility for privacy screens. 
When the side yard is so nar- 
row that a pentagon or trapezoid 
shape deck seems impractical, 
some home owners have turned 
the liability into an asset by de­ 
signing an intriguing series of 
rectangular deck platforms join­ 
ed together by short runways. In

Colin Garvey, 7, son of Kent For Tax Cuts 
WASHINGTON (AP)-Two Ohio 
House members voiced doubt to­ 
day that Congress will pass Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s tax reduction bill 
this year. 
Rep. Clarence J. Brown, R-Ohio. 
said indications from the leader­ 
ship of both the Republicans and 
Democrats are that chances of 
passage of a tax cut bill before 
Jan. I are questionable. 
Thomas L. Ashley, D-Ohio. ex­ 
pressing the same doubt, said Con­ 
gress was “strangled by its own 
ineptness.” 
Both Brown and Ashley said the 
civil rights controversy, which 
may tie Congress in knots later in 
the session, is one of the main 
reasons for the possible delay in 
tax legislation. 
Brown, a member of the House 
Rules Committee which must 
clear bills to the House floor for 
action, indicated that the Rules 
Committee will not block the tax 
bill if the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee completes action on it.

“We should not go out and spend 
more with resulting deficit finan­ 
cing,” Brown sr id. 
There is no question, Brown 
said, that the upcoming battle in 
Congress over civil rights will 
have its effect on passage of other 
important legislation.

of the season. More melons are 
nearer maturity and have a de­ 
sirable melon taste. 
Apple supplies are at the low 
point of the year with some West 
Coast Delicious and Winesap and 
a scattering of Lodi and Trans­ 
parents from the southern edge of 
the apple producing area. 
A good variety* of Southern 
grown peaches is available in the 
medium price range. P e a c h e s 
should remain in good s u p p l y 
through the rest of the month. 
Lemon supplies are much be­ 
low average but the greatest sup­ 
ply is available this month. Or­ 
anges are limited to those from 
California. The California crop is 
a little larger than last year, and 
a little smaller than two years 
ago. 
Bananas, although l e s s abun­ 
dant than in June, remain as one 
of the major sources of f r e s h 
fruit. New crop grapes from Cali­ 
fornia and Arizona including Peri- 
ettes and Cardinals, are coming 
down into the medium p r i c e 
range. 
Economical selections for fresh 
vegetables i n c l u d e cabbage, 
greens, celery, carrots, potatoes, 
radishes, tomatoes and green on­ 
ions. Both field grown and green­ 
house tomatoes are widely avail­ 
able although the end of th e 
spring crop of greenhouse toma­ 
toes is approaching. 
Fresh green peas, although not 
a major item, are now about as 
reasonable in price as anytime 
during the year. R e c e n t hot 
weather will reduce the amount 
of this product during the coming 
weeks. 
Head lettuce is largely un­ 
changed in price. Cucumbers are 
up in price a little. Peppers are 
largely unchanged in price in the 
7-10 cent range depending on qual­ 
ity and size. 
Other quality selections f o r 
fresh vegetables include a va­ 
riety of new potatoes such as cob­ 
blers, reds and long whites, yel­ 
low straight neck and a c o r n 
squash and sweet com. The lo­ 
cal sweet com crop is a little 
behind the normal time schedule 
but should begin by the middle 
of the month.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con 
greet* completed the first six 
months of what may be a year 
long session by taking a week off 
for Independence Day flag-waving 
and oratory.
